Vindicating Canadian Justice 


The belated deportation hearing in the 


ease of Count Jacques de 


scheduled for Jaruary 10, is a vindication 


of Canadian justice. 


Count de Bernonville entered Canada 
in 1946 as a refugee from French justice. 
He has been tried in absentia by a French 
court for collaboration and has been found 
guilty and sentenced to death. 

Immediately Canadvans to whom these 
facts were known protested that the 


Count, as a fugitive from the 


friendly nation and ally, could not be 


properly admitted to Canada. 


His case has dragged on for more than 
three years and, at one stage of the game, 
deportation proceedings against him were 
peremptorily stopped by an order-in-coun- 
cil or departmental order or some similar 
e.tficial flubdubbery the details of which 
have never been made very clear. 

Now one must admit that these collab- 


erationist trials in absentia 
made quite a few mistakes. 
speaking countries justice is 


ered possible without the presence of the 
accused. 

But even if de Bernonville's trial was a 
farce and if it was hysterical, it is obvious 
that he was under serious suspicion as 
& Nazi. 

This fact alone should demand the 
most searching investigation into his an- 
tecedents before he was allowed to remain 
in this country. 

No one is clamoring for the Count's 
execution. No one is even clamoring for his 
expuision from Canada. 

But Canadians have clamored and 
should continue to clamor for an immigra- 
tion investigation that will discover just 
who and what he is. 

It has taken more than three years to 
get this investigation. And one hopes that 
influences will not be brought to bear at 
the last moment. 

For it will be worth something to show 
that Canada is not to be the refuge for 
fugitives or a sanctuary for partizans of 
violence of whatever political complexion.

Surely the obvious answer is 
that any taxi licence can be can- 
celled if there is any difficulty 
and it would be very easy to 
crack down at any time the au- 
thorities wished to do so. 

In fact the cancellation ef a 
few licences would soon put a 
stop to any difficulties that could 
possibly arise
